A SUNDAY DISGRACE. 


According to the testimony of an 


eighteen-year-old boy, who was a pris- 
oner In police court this morning, 
charged with drunkenness, at least 
two saloons were doing business Sun- 
day. 
The lad was found helplessly 


drunk In one of the most public places 
of the city. In court ho gave the lo- 
cation of tho saloons in which he was 
allowed to purchase drinks and to the 
prosecutor ho has given the names of 
companions who were with him, also 
minors. The matter has been turned 
over to the chief of police for investi- 
gation. 


The saloonkeepers in whoso places 


tho lads were sold intoxicants' are 
proved. If tho boy's testimony Is true. 
to have committed double offenses 
against tho laws of tho state—keeping 
open on Sunday and selling to minors. 
The first named offense is HO common 
In this city as to be almost tho univer- 
sal practice of saloonkeepers. The 
other offense Is almost as common. 
Under tho Hosey policy of adminis- 
tering the laws there is little else 
to be expected than the wide open 
conduct of the saloon business on Sun- 
day. He has permitted It ever since 
he went into office and no better con- 
ditions are looked for during his term 
of office save In appeal to some other 
authority. 
But the selling to minors 


surely cannot be one of the stipulated 
Indulgences embraced In the bargain 
between the mayor 
and the saloon- 


keepers and wo believe the mayor 
without further violation of his cam- 
paign pledges can instruct his police- 
men to employ the needed diligence 
to discourage 
the 
debauchery of 


young-boys by the extension of unlaw- 
ful privileges in saloons. 


There are not many saloons in this 


city where 
minors 
cannot without 


question purchase all and anything 
they want to drink. It is disgraceful 
that this is true, yet it nevertheless is 
true. The spectacle afforded by the 
helplessly Intoxicated lad who was 
hauled to the police lock-up Sunday 
evening goes far to prove it. • 


The meat Inspection law passed by 


the last congress to correct flagrant 
evils proved to have been prevtient 
and customary in the big packing 
houses of the country Is now in opera- 
tion and today throughout the coun- 
try inspectors provided for by the new 
federal statute have begun their 
ties. The law is designed to enforce 
not only proper conditions of Inspec- 
iton, killing, dressing and 
packing 


meat products but is so drawn as to 
enable the purchaser to known what 
he is buying. This is specially true of 
tinned products of the packing houses. 
Macerated and bleached veal will not 
be sold as chicken and potted ham 
and other pretty delicacies

them to be. The law may bo shown 
by experience to have some defects, 
but of these only experience can make 
disclosure and when any shortcomings 
of the law are found congress will 
know what additional provisions are 
needed to correct the lamenesses ol 
the law. The law was much needed 
and its operation will result In mucb 
public good.

output, in 19t). 
ri exhibits an increase of 


4i,l()2fl'lS short tons, or' 11.7 r-ou' cent 
In quantity and of $32,385,942, or 7.3 
per cent In vnlue. 


Of the totatl production In 190B, 69,- 


I 339,152 long tons (equivalent to 77,- 
659,850 short tons) were Pennsylvania 
anthracite, with a value at the mines 
of $141,879,000. The total production 
of bituminous soal and 
lignite was 


315,259,491 short tons, valued at $334,- 
877,963. The production of anthracite 
coal in Pennsylvania In 1905 was 4,- 
()20,(!62 long tons (or 4,503,151 short 
tons) more than that of 1904, while 
the increase In the production of bi- 
tuminous coal and lignite was 36,599,- 
882 short tons. A portion of these in- 
creases in both 
anthracite 
and bi- 


tuminous production was due to the 
efforts of operating companies to pro- 
vide a supply of fuel in anticipation 
of a suspension of mining in April, 
1906, when the wage scale agreements 
In the organized coal producing states 
and tlio award ot the strike commis- 
sion and the anthracite region of Penn- 
sylvania would terminate. 


It is stated that tho total Increase In 


the production of coal In the United 
Stales In 1905 over 190* was larger 
than Ilio production of Franco In 1901 
or of any foreign country except Great 
Britain, Gormany 
and 
Austria-Hun- 


gary and 'was almost, equal to tho pro- 
duction of Austria-Hungary. The tola! 


production of this country last year ; 
was nearly 50 per cent larger than ; 
that, of Great Britain, which, until i 
1S99, was (he leading coal producing 
country of the world, and was more 
than double that, of Germany. 


Tho larger part of the increased pro- 


duction in 1905 was due to the great 
activity in the Iron industry.

Much of the cheap vinegar 
in the stores is made by pouring a 
poor solution of alcohol over birch 
twigs or beech shavings that have been 
soaked in strong vinegar, and then 
sulphuric 
or 
hydrochloric 
acid Is 


added. 
When 
a 
housekeeper com- 


plains that her pickles get soft and 
"mushy" after a short time, losing ail 
their sharp taste, the vinegar is usual- 
ly the root of the trouble. 
This i3 


bad enough, but many cases of ob- 
scure poisoning may also be traced to 
the action of these strong acids on 
the metal tops of cans or wherever 
they come in contact with any copper, 
brass, tin or zinc vessels. Home made 
vinegar beside being purer than much 
in the market is exceedingly economi- 
cal, a great inducement in these days 
of exceeu.ngly high prices. 
Vinegar 


made of cider is the best, but-that of 
wine or sour beer is also good. 
" Very good vinegar 
may be made 


from good apple or peach parings. 
Here are a few excellent recipes for 
vinegars that can be used according 
to supplies on hand: 


Cider Vinegar. 


Procure a barrel or cask of cider, 


put into it a piece of paper dipped in 
molasses and set in a warm place in 
a situation exposed to the influence of 
the sun until It becomes vinegar. Tea

To make them put tarragon leaves, 
chillies, celery seed, shallots or any 
other flavoring desired In bottles, then 
fill up with good cold boiled vinegar 
and cork.tightly. In a week or two, 
tue vinegar will have absorbed the 
flavor and may then be strained and 
bottled to use in salads, fish sauces 
or for summer beverages when diluted 
and sweetened.

To Cut Woolen Goods. 


In cutting woolen goods with a nap 


it must not be forgotten that all parts 
must be the same way. Smooth cloths 
should bo cut with 
the 
nap going 


downward, and if not quite sure of the 
pile pass the hand over the surface; 
if perfectly smooth tho pile runs that 
way. and each part of the pattern 
should ite In the samo direction. This 
is BO Important that any mistake may 
result in n garment being apparently 
made from different shades of cloth. 


A (hick, heavy nap. as seen In vel- 


vet or plush, should be made up with 
tho pllo tailing an upward direction. 
otherwise it will be likely to flatten 
anil thus lose the rich deep color so 
doslrnblo in 
UIOBO fabrics. 


Plaids give, promise of being much 


worn this falj, und In buying It will be 
well to remember that a longer length 
of material will bo required for a gar- 
inc-nt of plaid or figured goods than 
were plain material being ^ purchasod, 


as plaids and figures must be made to 
match, wbich. c* course, incurs a little 
waste. 
However, plaids made up on 


the bias an? very popular, and this can 
often be done to advantage. It will 
be seen tiat plnuis and the lighter 
weisht woolens seldom or never have

When Basting Plaids. 


When basting, i'. is well to set them 


just a hair's breadth beyond the stitch- 
ing of the seams, to avoid catching 
them in with the machine, and. In 
setdne a- seam, one edge of which is 
fuller than the other, 
the full edge 


should come next to the feed. 


No less important is the pressing, 


and unless one has a board entirely 
for the purpose an improvised seam 
presser Is the rolling 
pin wrapped 


about with a smooth 
cloth; and in 


•jressmg, if tho straight end of the 
Iron is used better results will be ob- 
tained than by using the point, which 
nine out of ten home dressmakers do. 
Cloth seams will requlro dampening. 
A piece of cloth made into a roll wll! 
be Rood for this, dipping into warm 
water 
but thinner materials should 


not be dampened at nil. Soams of silk 
and of velvet nrp> pressed In the same 
way that Is. with the Roods passed 
over tho surface of the iron, tho Iron 
being held upward by a second per- 
son 
Velvet wlH stand a hotter Iron 


thnii will silk. The hem of a velvet 
skirt will not requlro pressing, 
but 


that on a silk will bo pressed in the 
usual way. laying on tho ironing board 
and pressing on the wrong side with a 
warm, not hot, iron.

Washington, Oct. 1.—The produc- 


tion of coke in the United States dur- 
ing 1905, according to a bulletin issued 
today by the United States geological 
survey, surpassed all previous rf>rr*"ria. 
in the history oJ coke making in this 
country. Including the production of 
coke from by-product ovens, which In 
1905 amounted to 3,462,348 short tons, 
the total output c? coke in the United 
States last year amounted tot 32,231,- 
12!) short tons against 23,661,106 short 
tons in 1904 and 25,274,281 short tons 
in 1903. The output of 1905 is an in- 
crease of 36.22 per cent over that of 
.1904. 


The value increased in even greater 


proportion from $46,144,941 in 1904 to 
$72,476,196 in 190B, a gain of $26.331,- 
255, or 57 pel cent. 


The great, activity in the coke mak- 


ing industry during 1905 was due to 
the extraordinary demand created by 
the unprecedented production of iron 
and steel.

the new apparatus will be infuse on 
icvernl of the big railroad systems. 


It has been found that tho telegra- 


ibone makus a permanent record of 
ill train dispatching orders sent by 
bo telegraph ticker or over the tele- 
phone wire. The sound waves set up 
by the ticker act upon the diaphragm 
of the transmitter attached to the tele- 
graphone n'1(l 'aro thence conveyed to 
i thin steel wire, where they are elec- 
trically stored. 
As soon as si record 


of the orders has been made upon the 
wire the train dispatcher places the 
receiver attached to the telegrapliono 
to his ear nnd immediately hears the 
orders just aa they were given. 


Records may be repeated as often 


as desired, but as soon as there Is no 
further need to keep them they may 
be wiped out by passing a strong mag- 
net over the wire, thus 
making It 


ready for use again. 
In t.hib way the possibility of error 


In train dispatching orders will 
be 


greatly reduced. There is no need to 
trust to the memory, as the orders are 
there upon the wire and can be refer- 
red to at any time. The records can 
be transferred for fut.uro reference by 
connecting the receiver 
of the ma- 


chine in dally use with the transmit- 
ter of a large storage 
telephone. 


Should any mistake occur tho respon- 
sibility can Immediately be located by 
reference to the records on the stor- 
age machine, an Indicator showing on 
just what portion of the wire any par- 
ticular record has been made. 
The 


record will give so perfect, a repro- 
duction of the dispatcher's voice, even 
after months have elapsed, that it can 
be at once recognized.
